The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1-3 and 14-17 are cancelled (see BPAI Decision - Examiner Affirmed in 
Part dated 10/22/2008). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 7, 9-13, 18 and 20-24 (renumbered 1-13) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 6, 7, 9- 
13, 18 and 20-24 (renumbered 1-13) are allowed because a comprehensive search of 
prior art failed to teach, either alone or in combination, in a communication system, a 
method for decoding a sequence of turbo encoded data symbols transmitted over a 
channel comprising updating channel nodes Rx, Ry and Rz based on a received 
channel output; initializing outgoing messages from symbol nodes Xi, Yi and Zk, 
wherein said symbol nodes Xi, Yi and Zk are in communication with said channel nodes 
Rx, Ry and Rz; triggering updates of computational nodes C and D, associated with 
different instances of time, in accordance with a triggering schedule, wherein a 
computational node Ci is in communication with said symbol nodes Xi and Yi and a 
computational node Dk is in communication with said symbol nodes Xi and Zk; and 
partitioning said computational node C at time instances Co, CI, C2 CN into at least 
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two subsets, wherein said triggering schedule includes triggering updates of 
computational nodes C in a sequence at different time instances in each subset, and 
wherein said triggering of computational node C at different time instances in said at 
least two subsets occurs concurrently, as the applicant has claimed.
